As  taken  from  the  49th  Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 
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“The  most  noteworthy  event  in  the  life  of  this  department  and,  indeed,  in  the  life  of  the  town,  during  the  year 
1926  was  the  passing  of  George  Edward  Stacy,  for  more  than  50  years  a  member  of  the  school  committee  aYid  it§ 


chairman  for  a  quarter" century.  Few  men  have  so  interwoven  their  lives  and  ideals  with  those  of  a  large  community. 
Few  men  have  so  won  the  general  esteem  of  their  fellow  citizens.  Milford’s  finest  school  stands  his  lasting  memorial, 
in  the  way  of  material  things,  one  of  only  two  instances,  within  the  writer's  ken,  of  a  great  school  named  for  a  publi( 
man  before  his  passing.  For  years,  no  crusade  in  Milford’s  forum,  for  the  means  to  more  or  better  schools  was  com¬ 
plete  without  Mr.  Stacy.  For  decades,  no  graduation  was  entirely  successful  without  Mr.  Stacy's  bracing  presence, 
stirring  word,  sage  advice  or  graceful  verse.  A  memorial  service  in  the  Milford  High  School  was  unusual  wit 
With  his  fellows  on  the  school  board,  he  was,  to  the  last,  as  youthful  as  the  youngest,  and  at  meetings  of  th 
chers'  Association,  he  was  the  life  of  the  party.  True,  not  all  that  is  modern  in  education  appealed  to  Mr.  Stacy;  true, 
also,  that  not  all  that  is  modern  in  education  ought  to,  but  the  great  expansion  in  the  ideals  of  education  came  to 
him  long  past  the  time  of  life  when  a  man's  ideas  are  settled.  His  thinking,  however,  was  clear  along  the  lines  in  which 
he  believed,  and  with  him  faithfulness  to  a  public  trust,  particularly  to  a  financial  trust,  was  a  religion.  Convinced, 
though  of  the  necessity  of  a  measure,  he  gave  it  his  loyal  support.

Finally,  Mr.  Stacy  may  be  called  in  the  true  sense  of  the  term,  Milford’s  great  democrat.  In  the  language  of  Brit¬ 
ain’s  poet  of  empire,  he  could  ‘walk  with  kings  nor  lose  the  common  touch,’  and  in  the  language  of  Scotland’s  poet, 
to  him,  a  man  was  ‘a  man  for  a  ’that.’

The  style  of  architecture  of  the  new  George  E.  Stacy  school  is  a  modern  adaptation  o 
ture  and  the  simple  lines  of  the  design  give  a  massive,  dignified  and  refined  appearance  to  the  building  that  is  in  har¬ 
mony  with  its  surroundings  and  is  a  very  appropriate  style  for  school  buildings. 


The  exterior  is  constructed  of  our  famous  local  building  product,  Milford  granite.  The 


is 


with  hammered  surfaces  for  mouldings  and  reveals.  Milford  granite  seems  to  be  adapted  to  this  architectural  style 
and  assists  in  harmonizing  the  various  surrounding  structures.  In  giving  a  description  of  the  exterior  of  the  building 
it  would  not  be  proper  to  omit  mentioning  the  name  carved  in  the  parapet.  In  fact  the  inscription,  “George  E.  Stacy 
School,  MCMXVI,”  is  worth  studying  as  a  good  example  of  clean-cut  free  style  Roman  classical  lettering. 
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The  roof  is  the  so-called  flat  roof  construction  and  the  rain  and  snow  water  is  conducted  down  the  interior  of 
the  building  in  large  iron  pipes.  This  will  practically  eliminate  the  danger  from  snow  slides  and  falling  icicles  . . .

A  clock  system  has  been  installed  and  will  undoubtedly  prove  to  be  of  great  value  and  convenience 


The  office  of  the  committee  and  superintendent  of  schools  will  be  on  the  first  floor  and  the  present  office  in  the 
high  school  building  will  be  devoted  to  school  purposes. 


The  school  committee,  as  a  whole,  and  the  various  special  sub-committees  on  construction  and  furnishing,  have 
devoted  much  time  and  thought  to  the  new  school  and,  in  the  judgment  of  the  writer,  the  committee,  architects 
and  contractors  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  successful  completion  of  a  long  and  arduous  task  and  Milford  should 
be  proud  of  the  result,  a  fifteen -room  school,  largely  fireproof,  of  Milford  granite,  finished  in  first-class  materials  .  .  .
